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The News carried an Associated 
Press dispatch yesterday announcing 
the death of Theo. N. Vail, presi­ 
dent of the American Telephone and 
Telegraph Co., at the Johns Hop­ 
kins Hospital in Baltimore, Md., yes­ 
terday morning. 
His biography and 
a brief history of Jiis achievements 
is most interesting and seems very 
s ppropriate at this time. 
As President of the American Tel­ 
ephone and 
Telegraph 
Company, 
Theodore Newton Vail was the head 
of the largest telephone system in 
the world. 
He was not only its 
nominal head, but was from the 
first the genius that promoted the 
pouplar" use of the telephone, the 
tirst man to establish* long-distance 
communication 
by telephone, 
and, 
when past seventy years of age, he 
was the initiative head of a system 
that numbered nine 
million 
tele­ 
phone subscribers and represented 
an investment of a billion and a 
half dollars. 
Mr. Vail was thirty-one years old 
when Alexander Graham 
Bell 
in­ 
vented the telephone, and, notwith­ 
standing his age, he was filling the 
responsible post of General Superin­ 
tendent of the Railway Mail Service. 
Still earlier, however, he had been 
a telegraph operator, and, interested 
in the possibilities of electrical com ­ 
munication,he had visions that 
Bell's 
“toy” would some day be a great 
factor in American life. 
Bell and 
his associates had equal faith in 
Mr. 
Vail's organizing 
genius, 
for 
he had already made a name for 
himself as an organizer in the pro­ 
m otion.of the Railway Mail Service 
and he was easily induced to resign 
his government post to become the 
General Manager, in 1878, of the 
first American Bell Telephone Com­ 
pany. 
Even the most optimistic backers 
of the telephone then thought that 
the invention would serve only for 
local communication, but Mr. Vail 
had visions of its long-distance use. 
It was he who inauguarated suc­ 
cessive steps of .inter-city communi­ 
cation. 
The first line from Boston 
to 
Providence 
was 
ridiculed 
as 
“ Vail's side-show,, but some of the 
persons who indulged in the ridicule 
at that time lived to see Mr. Vail 
telephone not only from Boston to 
Providence, but from New York to 
San Francisco, in 1915, thirty-five 
years later. 
Further, in October in 
that year, they found that it was 
possible to send the human voice 
more than half 
way 
around 
the 
the world, as wras done by wireless 
telephone 
from 
the 
government 
station at Arlington, Va., the words 
being recorded 
simultaneously 
at 
Honolulu, in the 
mid-Pacific, 
and 
the Eiffel Tower in Paris. 
Mr. Vail was known as “ the big­ 
gest telephone man in the world,” 
not only in tribute to his genius 
for both mechanical and financial 
organization, but from the fact that 
he wag personally a man of rem ark­ 
able physique. 
He was six feet, two 
inches tall, and weighed about 280 
pounds. 
W ith this great physique 
he had an infinite capacity for hard 
work, and a genial disposition. 
He was born in Carroll County, 
O., July 16, 1854, of Quaker an­ 
cestry. 
His father, Davis Vail, re­ 
moved from Ohio to 
Morristown, 
N. J., when the son was four years 
old, and became associated with a 
brother, Stephen 
Vail, 
who 
had 
founded the Speedwell Iron Works, 
near Morristown, where they built 
much 
of 
the 
machinery 
for 
the 
first trans-Atlantic steamship. 
Al­ 
fred Vail, another brother, wras one 
of those associated 
with 
Samuel 
Morse in the invention and promo­ 
tion of the 
telegraph. 
Theodore 
Vail was educated at the old Acad­ 
emy at Morristown, and for a time 
studied medicine, but becoming in­ 
terested in the telegraph, he learned 
to operate the key and went west in 
1868 as an ^operator for the Union 
Parcific Railroad at 
Pine 
Bluffs, 
Wyo. 
Pine Bluffs was at that time 
principal supply point for wood for 
(he Union Pacific, v hich had not 
yet been completed. 
Through the 
friendship of General Grenvill M. 
Dodge, chief engineer for the Union 
Pacific, Vail in the next year, was 
appointed a clerk in the Railway 
Mail Service, and here his ability to 
sysiematize and organize wras soon 
felt. 
At that time the Railway Mail 
Service was in an undeveloped stage 
and Vail prepared special studies 
on the question of distribution and 
dispatching 
of 
the 
mail, 
which 
brought him quick recognition from 
the authorities at Washington. 
It 
was just after he had been promoted 
to General Superintendency of the 
Railway Mail Service that he acted 
against the advice of his friends, 
and accepted the position of General 
Manager of the American Bell Tele­ 
phone Comany. 
Mr. Vail Fet for himself the task 
of making the telephone a universal 
convenience, and it Was on his in­ 
itiative that every possible improve-

Some of the strikers quit meetings 
in disgust last night, according to 
reports from railroad officials, while 
others openly expressed their dis­ 
satisfaction at fa ilu£g of leaders 
to obtain the demanded concession. 
The striker’s meetings were s p a r e ­ 
ly attended, the report said, and 
enthusiasm seemed to be lacking.

streets bearing banners with a wide 
variety of inscriptions. 
.Seemingly, every 
cause 
which 
wishes to impress its demands, ar­ 
guments or protests on “the pow­ 
ers that be” ultimately adopts the 
picketing system 
which 
was first 
introduced 
in the capital 
by 
a 
branch 
of 
the 
woman 
sufragists 
about 
ten 
years 
ago. 
The 
latest 
to adopt the method are women es­ 
pousing 
the cause of Irish 
free­ 
dom and they have directed theier 
protests 
against 
the 
British 
em­ 
bassy. Their campaign has caused 
somewhat of flurry because tt is 
not 
without 
its 
international 
as­ 
pects. 
The British embassy, for instance- 
is 
foreign 
territory; 
whether 
the 
sidewalk in front of it is American 
territory, no one has essayed to de­ 
cide. Moreover, there is a federal 
law which penalizes any person who 
“assaults” a diplomatic representa­ 
tive of a friendly power. W hether 
the picketing of the embassy is an 
annoyance to the British diplomats, 
and w hether an annoyance is an as­ 
sault within the tecnnical meaning 
of (he law is an additional question. 
Then there is involved the ques­ 
tion of preserving the public peace, 
for disturbances often grow out the 
picketings. Often, some woman pass­

destrian 
and 
the 
picket 
have

scrimmage, with sometimes regular 
old fashioned hair pulling. The po­ 
lice patrol clangs up, both parties to 
the quarrel are hustled off to tho 
station 
house. 
Relief 
pickets 
im­ 
mediately arrive. Tile police court 
gets another case. 
The personnel of the picketing t 
forces furnishes an interesting study 
in human nature. They are women 
apparently from all walks of life. 
Many bear evidences of breeding, 
education and social position. Oth­ 
ers are women who appear to be of 
the opposite types. Every picketing 
campaign brings out new charges 
that many pickets are “hired” for 
the work by others who are willing 
to provide substitutes and do not 
wish to picket in the streets in all 
sorts of weather.

BELGIUM MAKES 
RAPID PROGRESS 
IN RECOVERING 


By tli« A s s o r t e d Press 
BRUSSELS, 
April 
16.— Belgium 
has 
made 
rapid 
progress 
toward 
industrial recovery since the arm is­ 
tice largely owing Lo the fact that 
the county 
has had 
no 
serious 
strikes, says M. Jaspar, M inister of 
Economic Affairs. He estim ates that 
the nation’s industrial output has 
how attained perhaps 70 per cent 
of its pre-war record and that its 
mines are producing as much coal 
as in the year before the war. 
"About 70 percent of our m ater­ 
ial w hich was taken nut by the Ger­ 
mans 
has 
been 
returned 
to 
us," 
added M. Jaspar. "The money tak­ 
en by the Germans from the Bel­ 
gian treasury has 
been 
returned 
but Belgium has thus far received 
no 
indemnity * from 
Germany. 
At 
the beginning of the armistice* 800,- 
0 0 0 
of 
our people 
were 
without < 
work. Our recovery has been made 
in spite of the fact that more than 
one-half of the Belgians who had 
to flee before the Germans are still 
in France unable to return because 
they have no hom es here." 
B elgian villages destroyed in the 
war are being rebuilt, said M. Jas­ 
par. In the* district of Ypres 18 vil­ 
lages have been restored to such an 
extent that local adm inistration has 
been resum ed.

WASHINGTON, April 17— With 
the food production of the country 
isolated by the railroad strike the 
big population centers of the coun­ 
try are facing a threatened food 
shortage, 
while 
the 
producers 
stand to lose hundreds of thousands 
In money, according to figures from 
the bureau of markets here today. 
Summed up the situation is based 
on these factor: Three of the big 
gest market centers of the east— 
New York, Philadelphia and Boston 
— are shut off from southern and 
western markets by both railroad 
strike and local harbor tie-ups. 
In the south and west are the 
biggest food producing areas of the j 
country. The record crop of perish­ 
able foodstuffs 
in 
these districts, 
including all the seasonable vegeta­ 
bles and fruits may be forced to go 
to waste because they can not be 
moved. Coupled with this waste in 
food the producers of these crops 
are facing loss of hundreds of thou­ 
sands of dollars. 
The bureau of markets is receiv­ 
ing scores of messages as to what 
transportation may be available. In

carloads of new eastern truck cen­ 
ters, such as South Carolina, lettuce 
and other early vegetbales are ready 
for shipment in carload lots and no

the packing plants

While editors of metropolitan news- 
newspapers decried 
the laxity of

aday and Ruth Thomas, the entire 
staff of the Maysville (Ky.) Inde­ 
pendent, “scooped” them on the re­ 
cent lynching of Grant Smith, negro 
in Fleming county. 
Hearing that the negro had been 
taken by a mob from the Paris, Ky., 
jail and rushed in the darkness to­

Harry Edward Wootton, a hardware 
dealer of Bisbee, Arizona, was the 
first of more than 200 defendants 
to be tried on a charge of kidnap­ 
ping in connection with the deporta­ 
tion of 1,186 striking copper miners 
and their sympathizers from Bis­ 
bee to Columbus, New- Mexico, July 
12, 1917. In Arizona, the penalty 
for kidnapping is imprisonment for 
not less than one and not more 
than ten years. 
The story of the deportations as 
told in a report of the mediation 
commission appointed by President] 
Wilson, and headed by Secretary ofi 
Labor William B. Wilson, is briefly! 
as follows: 
“Early on the morning of July 
12, the sheriff and a large armed 
force presuming to act as deputies 
under the sheriff’s authority, com- j 
prising about 2,000 men, rounded; 
up 1,186 men in the W arren dis-! 
trict, put them aboard a train, and 
carried them to Columbus New' Mex­ 
ico. The authorities at Columbus re­ 
fused to permit those in charge of 
the deportation to leave the men 
there, and the train carried them 
back to the desert towrn of Her- 
manas, New Mexico, a near-by sta­ 
tion.
